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AIR-INDIA INTERNATIONAL 

Regulations under Clause (a) of sub-section (2) of Section 
45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 

NOTIFICATION 

In exercise ol the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub- 
section (2) of Section 45 of the Air Corporations Act, 1953 
(No. 27 of 1953), the Air-India International Corporation, 
with thle previous approval of the Central Government, 
makes the following regulations, namely : — 

1. Short Title . — These regulations may be called the 
Air-India International Corporation (Conduct of business) 
Regulations, 1954, 

2. Definitions .— In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires— 

(a) “ Act ” means the Air Corporations Act, 1953 ; 

(b) “ Chairman ” means the Chairman of the Corpora- 

tion ; and 

(c) “ Corporation ” means the Air-India International 

Corporation. 

3. Meeting of the Corporation— (1) The Corporation shall 
meet at least once every quarter. 

(2) The Chairman may, whenever he thinks fit, and shall, 
within fifteen days of receipt of a requisition in, writing 
signed by not less than one half of the total number of 
members, call a meeting of the Corporation. 

0) Any requisition made under sub-regulation (2) shall 
specify the purpose for which the meeting is proposed to 
be called. 

(4) The Corporation shall meet ordinarily at Bombay 
and at such times as the Chairman may appoint. 

4. Notice of meeting. — (1) Notice of every meeting of 
the Corporation specifying the time and place thereof and 
the business to bo transacted thereat shall be despatched 
by registered post or in such other manner as the Chair- 
man may direct, to every Member, except a Member who 
has asked for leave of absence with the intention of going 
out of India, fourteen clear days before any meeting. 

Provided that the Chairman may convene a meeting at 
a shorter notice for the purpose of transacting any ex- 
tremely urgent business : 

Provided further that if not less than four Members 
object 1 to the meeting being held at such shorter notice, 
the Chairman shall adjourn the same to a later date. 

(2) In the case of a meeting of the Corporation called 
in pursuance of a requisition from Members under sub- 
regulation (2) of Regulation 3, a reasonable notice of not 
less than seven clear days shall be given to every Member. 

(3) A statement of business proposed to be transacted 
at a meeting (hereinafter referred to as the 11 agenda ”) 
shall, after approval by the Chairman, be sent to every 
Member along with a brief note on each item of the agenda 
at least ten days before the date of the meeting. 

(4) No business other than that specified in the agenda 
for any meeting shall be considered at such meeting of the 
Corporation ; 
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Provided that the Chairman may place for consideration 
of the Corporation any mat Nr not included in the agenda 
of a meeting. 

5. Quorum. — The number of Members including the 
Chairman whose presence shall constitute a quorum shall 
be four. If within half an hour from the time appointed 
for the meeting the quorum is not present, the meeting 
shall be adjourned. 

6. Disposal of business. — All items of business set down 
in the agenda for a meeting ol the Corporation shall be 
considered at such meeting : 

Provided that the Chairman may, if he thinks fit, direct 
that relevant papers in regard to any matter may, by 
circulation, be referred for decision to Members other 
than those to whom notice of a meeting is not required 
to be sent under sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 4 of tnese 
Regulations. 

Provided further that no action shall be taken on any 
question which is so referred by circulation unless the 
decision of the Members is unanimous. 

7. Minutes of Meetings. — (1) The minutes recording the 
proceedings at every meeting of the Corporation and the 
names of the Members present thereat shall be entered in 
the minute book and signed by the person presiding. 

(2) Minutes of each meeting shall be prepared under 
the direction of the person presiding within seven days 
of the date of the meeting and shall thereafter be forth- 
with circulated to all Members. 

(3) The proceedings of every meeting prepared in ac- 
cordance with sub-regulation (2) shall bo confirmed at the 
next meeting of the Corporation held immediately after 
such meeting. Such suggestions or comments as may be 
received from Members will be considered at the next 
meeting where the minutes are put up for confirmation. 

The minute book shall be open to the inspection of 
any Member of the Corporation without payment at the 
office of the Corporation at all reasonable times. 

8. Proceedings of meetings to be deemed to be good and 
valid. — Until the contrary is proved every meeting of the 
Corporation shall bo deemed to have been duly convened 
and held.
